3 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholarship 
This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 960 per anguro and 
is granted to a Maharatta cadet who ghould be the son of an 
ex -serviceman . The scholarship is in addition to any financial 
assistance from the Government. 

4 . KUER SINGH MEMORIAL Scholarship . - Two scholar 
ships are awarded to two cadets who obtain the highest posl 
tion amongst candidates from BIHAR . The valuc of each 
scholarship is Rs. 87-00 per mensen tepable for a maximum 
period of 4 years during the training at the National Defence

Normally thcse expanses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 30 pm . If in any case a cadet s parent or guardian fo 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this cxpenditurc , fin 
ancial assistance upto Rs. 30 pm . may be granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian hag an 
income of Rs. 300 p . m . or above would be eligible for the 
grant of the financial assistance . The immovable property and 
other assets and inome from all sources are also taken into 
account for determining the eligibility for financial assistance .

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 

NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 
To be passed it for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and frco from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty . 
2. It will however be ensured that:

Note . - A soundly healed perforation without any impairment 
of the mobility of the drum and without impairment of hear 
ing should not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate for the 
Ammy.

The candidate s 
chest will be mcasured by making him stand erect with his 
feet together , and his arms raised over his hcad , Thc tape 
will be su adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touchę, the interior angles of the shoulder - blades behind , and 
its lower edge the upper part of the nipples in front . The 
arms will then be lowered to hang looscly by the side, 
Care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards 
or backwards so as to displace thc tape.
